beggar-law is very partial : and unjuſt, as 


it lays hold on none but pa or petty beg- 
gars, who would be content with bread, 
ihins of beef, and table beer; whilſt others 
may with mpanty beg, and obtain fome 
thouſands a year of the nation's money. 
What are all the ranks of mankind, but 
ſo many beggars ? Does not his reverence, 
the inferior clergyman, beg a living from 
my lord biſhop, or 5 neighbouring no- 
bleman; and do not their lordſhips beg 
of the King Do not the very members of 
parliament come hat in hand, and meanly 
beg of the corporation, having no conſci- 
ouſneſs of worth in themſelves? Do not 
the phant courtiers, ſue to the favourite 
for places of truſt for the ſake of the pro- 
fit? Beggars all, beſides the ſtern patriot, 
a pelican which does not appear once in a 
century. But if their lore thrips, the no- 
ble beggars ; and their honours, the gen-

the Chriſtian religion gained ground in the 
world. Yea, the word of God grew migh- 
tily and prevailed over the traditions of

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both Pagan and Jewiſh ſages ; therefore, 
from thenceforward I found it neceſſary 


to deal deep in the things of religion. 


I began my trade with eccleſiaſtical] titles, 


which were altogether unknown in the 


days of Chriſt and his apoſtles; a ſet of 
goods very venerable with the populace, 
and wholly of my manufacture. An aſ- 
fort ment of trifles, which greatly pleaſed 
the lords of religion and forwarded the 
deep deſigns of prieſt-craft.

Son, you ought not to interrupt 
your honourable uncle. You may remem- 
ber that theſe titles are all of later date. 

FasT. My nephew ſhall hear, if he will 
but have a little patience. The famous 
lady Proſperity and you, brother, had not 
been a very great while at Rome, before 
J found ſufficient encouragement to erect 
my office for vending ſacerdotal titles 
there; and I muſt own that for man

Fears I had a briſk run of trade, till in

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fact the church had room for no more, 
from the great infallible prieſt at Rome 
down to a Cumberland curate. The fir! 
production of this kind, was a very bril- 
liant medal inſcribed with theſe five capi- 
tal letters P. A. T. E. R. which having 
finiſhed, I preſented at a general convoca- 
tion of bithops, who as yet were not be- 
come reverend. They were highly plea- 
fed with the device, having never ſcen 
fach a thing before. The worthies exa- 
mined it one after another, and all found 
that the vene rable letters well put together, 
and properly interpreted, fignified Father, 
And certainly the event has proved, that 
great is the magical power of this medal. 


Every one ſaid to his fellow; What can 


be more agreeable to our function than 
this venerable title? Are not we the fathers 
of the people?“ They forgot that one is 
the Father of the people, even God. | 
was therefore deſired, with all ſpeed to 
procure a hke medal for every member 
of this auguſt aſſembly. Soon after this, 
I provided medals more highly finiſhed, 
and inſcribed, P, A, T, R, I, A, R, C, H, A, 
one of which I beſtowed on the holy bi- 
ſhop of Rome; a fecond I gave to the bi— 
ſhop of Alexandria; a third to that of 
Conſtantinople; a fourth to that of Jeru- 
ſalem, and a fifth to him who preſided in 
the church of Antioch, In all which 
places my medals were more highly valued 

than

than the fineſt ruby; and he who could by 
any means obtain one of them. was ſup- 
poſed i: be elevated far above the come 
of mortais. 

Long and very ſucceſsfully had 1 fol- 
lowed this medalian trade, when a famous 
and worthy prelate of Rome, who was a 
great admirer of my productions, © came 

to my office; after doing obeiſance to 
me, and turning over my pretty devices, 
he aſked me, „If! though t, with all my 


ingen ty, H could produce 4 genuine me-

I told him that, all the artiits in hell, 
were to unite thei ir wiſdom in one mecha- 
nical head, it would be utterly impoſſible;

But if it 
pleaſe your holing #5, I can make you a 
iham medal of that rey which may per- 
haps anſwer all the ends you have in 
view, as well as if it were real. Oh! ſaid

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friend, pleaſe yon to make me t'ie medal, 
and I will cauſe the world believe that I 
had it from the Almighty, with letters pa- 
tent under the broad- ſeal of heaven, for 
the ſole uſe of it to me and my ſucceſſors 
for ever. I well Know, returned I, that 
your holineſs means no more, than in a 
pious manner to impoſe the cheat upon 
the world, the better to fill your coffers, 
and aggrandize your name; in which lau— 
dible undertaking, your adored Faſtofus 
ſhall be ever ready to direct and afhft.”? 

To work I went, having called in the 
affiſtance of ſeveral of our friends, and 
made a counterfeit medal, in the likeneſs 
of a treble crown, with certain inſcriptions 
of the cabaliſtic kind upon it. They were 
ſhort but pithy ſentences, as you {hall hear. 
On the one fide of the firſt crown was in- 
ſcribed, 

He that is honoured as the wearer of 
this medal, is poſſeſt of infallible 2 
ledge. Oppoſite to that was carved, i 
fine Italian, He is fupreme over all wy 
divine and human, On the rigkt fide 
of the ſecond crown, were theſe words in 
large capitals, This is the head of the 
church. On the left were theſe, This is 
the vicar of Chrift, and ſucceſſor of Peter. 
On the third and uppermoſt crown 
were the following, The keys of heaven, 
hell, and purgatory, are in his feli, 
and uſed only at his pleaſure. Round the 

edge 
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edge was this writing, He reigneth ſu- 
preme over all the kings of the earth, 
putteth down one, and exalteth another at 
his pleaſure. 

When finiſhed, I preſented it to the arch- 
prelate, who received it with all imagina- 
ble thankfulneſs, viewed it with the moſt 
exquiſite delight, and oftener than once, 
proteſted by his infallibility that he had 
never ſeen any thing contrived with equal 
art, nor ſo ſuitably adapted to his aſpiring 
principles. Tranſported with joy he cried 
out, “O thou ingenious ſpirit ! bleſs thee 
for thy aſſiſtance ! This precious medal 
will exalt my name above all that 1s called 
God ; all the European princes will now 
become my vallals, and the adorers of my 
prieſtly majeſty. But to compleat the 
work, I pray thee, good Faſtoſus, think.of 
ſome ſuitable device for me, by which I 
may bind all the various ranks of the cler- 
gy to my intereſt ; for I ſhall never dare 
to ſhow my miraculous medal, nor divulge 


the delightful inſcriptions on it, unleſs I

have ſomething of the like nature to pre- 
ſent to their reverences; for this alone 
w1ll excite them to favour the cheat. As 
for laymen, the ſcum of nature, I regard 
not them. They are aſſes, upon whom we 
ſhall ride with pleaſure and profit ; and if 
at any timethey ride reſtif, we will tame 
them with the rod of diſcipline, and ſo be- 


labour them with the cudgel of excommu- 


> 
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nication, that with gladneſs they ſhall ſub- 
mit implicitly to our decifions. Could 
not the great Faſtoſus ſtrike me a variety 
of medals, of different worth and deſigns : 
and lodge them ſafely in my poſſeſſion, that 
I may have the ſole diſtribution of them 
amongſt my depending clergy ; for unleſs 
they cleave as cloſe to me, as the ſcales 
to the back of Leviathan, I ſhall never be 
able to ſupport my pretenſions to infalli— 
bility and ſupremacy. 

To which I replied, “Great prieſt, in 
order to bind the clergy inviolably to your 
intereſt, let me adviſe you to take care 
that your deciſions be always in their fa- 
vour ; place your own grandeur in the 
front of all your proceedings, and let theirs 
immediately follow it;“ which advice the 

ood man cordially embraced, and ever 
Race has invariably followed it with the 
utmoſt preciſion. 

From henceforth, continued I, I give 
you full power and authority to preſide 
over all thoſe medals which I have already 
iſſued forth; and for the future the diſpo- 
ſal of them thall be at your holineſs's plea- 
fure. I will moreover add to the number, 
and you ſhall have more than ſufficient 


to gain all the clergy to your party. But 
obſerve, you mult receive this power at 
the hand of great Faſtoſus, for it is by me 
alone you can lord it over the eſtates and 
conſciences of men,

« Mott noble ſpirit, ſaid he to me, theſe 3 A 


medals, I perceive, will raiſe the gentle. 
men who receive them next in dignity 
to mytelt, and they will be the firſt and 
moſt able to ſupport the ſee of Rome.” 
You mult needs know, my friends, that 
this prediction has been fully accomplith- 
ed, For in all ages, fince the cardinals 
received their medals, they have been 
truly indefatigable in eſtabliſhing the 
power and ſupremacy of the pope. His 
holineſs and they being ſo 1ntimately con- 
nected, that they muit ſtand or fall toge- 
ther. 

In the next place, I ſtruck off a conh- 
derable number ſomewhat inferior to the 
former, diſtinguithed by a Mitre on one 
fide, and on the other by the inſcription 
ARCHIEPISCOPUS ; which in like manner 
I preſented to the father of the world, 
much to his ſatisfaQion. Theſe, ſaid he, 
ſhall fix the claſs next to the former, and 
I doubt not but every one of them will be

let it be preſented to your ſervant his ma- 
zelty of Spain. This ſecond medal, in— 
ſcribed, Rex Chriſtianifſimus, will be an 
acceptable preſent to your vallal the French 
king ; and this third inſcribed, Rex Fide- 
hiibmus, 1 adviſe you to beſtow upon the 
little monarch of Portugal. His hoary 
holineſs with raptures rephed, © Very 
good moſt noble Faſtoſus, this device will 
doubtleſs ſecure all theſe three princes, 
as fo many pillars to fupport my infallibr.

It is very obſervable, that in this county 
people never worſhip that to which they 
have already attained ; but having com- 
paſſed their purpoſe, burn incenſe to the 
idol next in rank, and thus the worſhipper 
goes on, if death and diſappointment do 
not prevent him, till he has worſhipped 
every ſhrine in the pafitheon. 

For inſtance, whilſt a curate, a vicarage 
is the idol; the vicarage obtained, it gives 
place to a prebend or deanry ; which once 
enjoyed, they alſo in their turn give place 
to a biſhopric; that to an archbiſhopric, 
which is the principal idol of the Engliſh. 
But in other countries there are idols of 
ſuperior rank, ſo that the moment an arch - 
biſhopr1c is obtained, incenſe ſmokes to a 
cardinal's hat; which alfo obtained, loſes 
its worſhipper, who is now converted to 
the worſhip of the triple crown, the great 
god and father of all the other idols. 

Nor are the laity leſs devout than their 
reverend brethren, for one man worſhips 
univerfal empire, like Lewis of Franze 
and ſome others; but it is ſaid that George

The ſecond worſhip it, after it is 
well ground into four. The third put it 
mrough the fire to the dear ſenfation. 
And the fourth are of ſuch a catholie dif- 
polition, that they worſhip the dearly be- 
loved tobacco in all its forms. Of this 
ſet The LISTNER profe ſſes himſelf. 

The belly is worſhipped by many, as the 
principal x god, and 10 profule are "they in 
their offerings, that its altar is ſometimes 
almoſt ov erturned, and the 1dol greedy a 
it is, is unable to bear the fruits of their 
devotion. The ſect of glut tons, a very de- 
rout race, ranſack both earth and ſea to 
bring plenty of offerings to the 1dol; and 
that of drunkards, in no leſs devotion, 
pour on the wines in ſuch profuſion, that 
al the ſurrounding trenches are gorged to 
the brim. This ſame idol, differs exceed- 
nely from moſt other object of 1dolatrous 
worſhip ; for when it has ſwilled to ex :cels 
in the Art ink offering, it invites the brain 
to ſhare in the feaft, to which it preſents 
very vapourith effluvi ja, whilſt it reſerves 
or its own uſe only the parts excrement1- 
tious. Moreover, this ſame belly is apt 
to reſent the profufion of its worſhippers, 
ind ſends forth the blueſt plagues, moſt 
chilling agues, burning, putrid, and ma- 
lignant fev ers, With all manner of acute 
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worſhippers devour their god after he i; Wto 
well baked in an oven. aſt 
Ixr. The ancient pagans were even vou 
fooliſh enough, in giving their children tone 
that greedy devil, Molech ; and tie pa. Mich 
pitts are not much wiſer in wor ſhippiug ou 
the works of the artificer, or believiag 
that they can eat their maker. Here are 
likewiſe the greateſt variety of venerable 
relicks, fuch as St Peter's beard, the cat 
of St Francis, the milk of the virgin, with 
a thouſand fooleries beides, all of which 
are in ſome ſenſe deified.

Rate ever ſo fairly, and pay for it ever fo 
honeilly, he will find it a diqicult matter, 
ſo to ſecure his title, but if any ſucceeding 
heir be bred to the law, or heireſs be mar. 
Tied to a lawyer, he may run a riſk of be. 
ing joſtled out of his property, by ſome 
knaviſh quirk in law, without any all ow. 
ance made either for the eſtate or its im. 
Provements. 

Indeed fir, it may be faid of my faithf 
diſciples, the lawyers, attornies, ba 115 
&c. that they pay as little regard to truth 
as the greateſt of ourfelves. Right and 
wrong, equity and oppreſſion, are no ob— 
jects of their regard, providing the caſo

Oppreſſion you know will make even a 
wife man mad. Therefore when their opþ- 
preſſions can no longer be borne, there well 
go forth a ſpirit of inſurrection among the 
people ; and that ſhall be followed by a 
{p1irit of murder, till all the riots are fut- 
ficiently quelled, and the leading inſur— 

gents puniſhed by death or tranſportation. 

"hen will follow a ſpirit of emigration, and 
every one almoſt, will with himſelf to 
have been ranſported at the expence of 
government, At this very time, ther: 
are not leſs than five hundred thouſand fa 
milies, who are kept in their native coun- 
try by nothing, but the want of means to 
get cleverly out of it. Neighbouring na— 
tions will give all poſſible encouragement 
to the poor to ſettle with them, every op- 
portunity will be taken to crols the Atlan- 
tic, till the nation referred to, ſhall become 
almoſt, if not quite de; populated. 

Now the madneſs of the ſcheme lies 
here. The truc riches of a nation are 1ts 
inhabitants, and the grandeur of the great, 
depends wholly on the numbers of thoſ-: 
in inferior lt ations. In proportion therefore 
to the oppreſhons of the poor, will the na- 
tion decreaſe in its ſtrength. Every emi- 


gration from the mother country, will 
ei her 
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either increaſe the number of coloniſts, or 
ſtrengthen the hands of natural enemies;
